Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney Greeley called to inform the examiner that the 
mathworks.com reference, dated february 9, 1999 did not overcome the priority date of 9/4/98 from the provisional 
application. The examiner pulled up the bibdata sheet and the PALM data related to the subject application. There 
was no indication of a provisional application. The examiner did find the claim for domestic priority in the oath of the 
application, but not in the first sentence of the specification. Currently, the application does not meet the 37 CFR 1.78 
(a)(2) requirements for priority and therefore the final is proper. For the sake of a speedier prosecution, the examiner 
reviewed earlier version, December 12, 1997, (attached) of mathworks.com and found it to be substantially similar to 
the February 9, 1999.. 
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
